The interim wage increase recommended herein shall take 
effect from 10th December, 1962, and is to be in addition to 
the wages prevailing on that day. 

The amount of interim relief will be shown as a separate 
item, till the final recommendations of the Wage Board arc 
made and thereafter such final recommendations will prevail.
